Arlington Recycling Committee 
Minutes of 6/6/13 

PRESENT: Co-Chair Juli Brazile, Co-Chair Gordon Jamieson, Janice Pare, Secretary Pete Howard 

RECYCLING COORDINATOR'S REPORT: Charlotte was unable to come to the meeting. She 
provided a written report (Ref 1). She included a section on her plans for FY14. Members are 
concerned that the bar graph is misleading since the last bar shows only year-to-date numbers while 
the others show whole year numbers. Pete will discuss w/ Charlotte using end-of-year projections 
instead. Follow-up: Concerns to be addressed. 

BUSINESS RECYCLING: Juli & Sue met w/ Town Manager on 5/23. He supports efforts to increase 
business recycling. He said he would straighten out the confusion between departments. Sue said in 
an email that she plans to follow up over the summer. 

COMMUNITY COLLECTION DAY REVIEW: See Ref 1 for a good summary. Members are 
concerned that as more people learn about the styrofoam collection service, the demand will exceed 
the hauler's capacity. Charlotte said in a telcon that she had discussed a larger truck with the hauler. 
He does not have a larger truck but could pack more tightly and if necessary make 2 trips. Gordon 
suggested that the ARC might fund styrofoam collection in conjunction with school electronic 
collections if the schools were interested. This would relieve pressure at CCD in regards to both 
electronics and styrofoam issues. Of course our support would be conditioned on school use of 
certified electronic recyclers. It would also encourage DPW/School collaboration. 

MEMBERSHIP: No action taken because of concerns w/ the conflict of interest training. Pete, Juli, 
Gordon & (probably) Charlotte have done it. Janice will do. Juli will contact Erica, Ellen & Peggy to 
comfirm their interest despite the training. When all is settled, Gordon will send list to Moderator for 
his approval. 

KITCHEN WASTE COMPOSTING: Charlotte planned to apply for a grant to plan & carry out a pilot 
program (Refl). Gordon suggested proposing that JRM develop a composting collection capability 
making use of their dual compactor trucks. Pete to draft a letter describing this idea for review and 
presentation to Town Manager & DPW Director this fall. 

NEW BUSINESS: Juli suggested developing a Survey Monkey survey to find out how people who 
are on our mailing list might like to contribute. Perhaps the survey could solicit interest in particular 
topics & tasks. Members thought this a good idea. Gordon suggested re-asking recycling questions 
used in the 2009 Annual Vision 2020 Survey (refer to the 2009 Annual Report) to see if the residents 
have been affected by the WM to JRM change. Members think this too is a good idea.

What the numbers tell us: 

If we stay on course through May and June (by adding 2,450 est. based on May and June 
numbers the last few years), FY 2013 trash totals will reach 12,791 tons, or .56 tons per 
household. Yard waste numbers are already over 3,000 tons, which is higher than the past few 
years. For comparison to other high years, FY 2007 was 3,163 and FY2009 was 3,216. 
Recycling tonnage could rise to 5000 tons for the first time. 



May 10 Community Collection Day Report 

The event was crowded as usual at the beginning and the end. We should consider openning 15 minutes 
early in the future (unadvertised) so that we don't get such a back up on Mass Ave. Foam recycling was 
successful by all accounts: the track filled, the volunteers were excellent and both ReFoamlt and the public 
expressed satisfaction. The paper shredding fundraiser raised over $1,100 and that donation was 
completed. The donation volunteers were overwhelmed when the textile recycling was so well advertised that 
it brought in lots of material. We took 5 truck loads to Goodwill. Next year we should have more volunteers at 
donations and a Goodwill truck dedicated to textiles. The Board of Health did not have any concerns about 
the changes they began this year. THANKS to all the volunteers who make this possible!!!!
